THOUSANDS IN LINE 
TO BUY ARMY FOOD 


Rigs of All Sorts Improvised by 
Purchasers to: Haul Goods 
from City Sale. 


BABY BUGGIES POPULAR 


Goods Worth $60,000 Disposed 
Of and More Depots Will 
Be Opened Today. 


The first lot of surplus atmy food sup- 
plies obtained by New York City from 
the Quartermaster Corps was put on 
sale here yesterday in fifty school build- 
ings scattered over the five boroughs of 
the city. 

By the time business closed late in the 
afternoon those in charge of this first 
venture of the city into the ‘retail gro- 
cery trade were congratulating them- 
‘selves that the experiment had been a 
success. : 

At: the Department of Markets, which 
supervised the work of distributing the 
food, it was estimated that nearly a mil- 
Tian pounds. of supplies had been ‘sold 
and approximately $¢0,000 realized. More 
than -.10,000 pérsons, men, women, and 
children, availed. themselves of the -op- 
portunity fo buy Government food at 


prices varying from one-half to two- 
thirds of <the prevailing “retail. market 
quotations. 

Erasmus Hall High School of. Brook-. 
lyn madé the best record for amount of 
money taken in, its total being $1,516. 
The crowd of buyers was largest at the 
Dé. Witt Clinton High School in Manhat- 
fan,’ literally hundreds finding them- 
sélves unable, because of the throngs 
about the doors of the building, to make 
a@ single ‘purchase. 

** It. was a great day,’’ said Jonathan 
C. Day, Commissioner of Markets, yes- 
terday evening, when he had returned 
from a rapid survey of the work of dis- 
tribution. **'We will be able to sell 
every ounce.of food: we can get from the 
Government, and we are going to get 
all that they will give us. The peopi 
have shown a splendid spirit in view of 
the trouble and delays experienced in 
putting the food on sale, and I hope 
that, ‘until the supply is. exhausted, we 
will be able to continue to distribute 
supplies to all who desire to purchase. 

“We could have done twice ‘the 
volume of business today if it were not 
for the difficulty in distribution. We 
had a hundred trucks going every 
minute; and even they .were not able to 
cope with the situation. In my mind, 
the lesson to be learned from the pres- 
ent suffering, due to high prices, is that 
the main element in the cost of living 
is distribution. There is plenty pro- 
duced, but it can’t be, distributed. evenly 
and cheaply. That is the reason why I 
am in favor of establishing terminal 
markets. 

Explains Transportation Problem. 


“* Por example, today we load’a truck 
with army food at the Port Newark 
army supply base. Then that truck has 
to carry the stuff to a school on the rim 
of the \Bronx or to the Borough of Rich- 
mond. <A truck at this rate can make 
about one trip a day. We are trying to 
arrange for lighters to bring. ‘the food 
to convenient piers in Manhattan, but 
nothing has been accomplished in this 
direction as yet. 

‘*Ten .more schools have been. par- 
tially stocked with food supplies and 
will, I hope, be opened for distribution 
the’ first of next week: We are also 
working with might and main to stock 
others. I will issue a list designating 
them, and. naming the locations just as 
sooh as everything Is ready.”’ 

The sale opened at ten o'clock yester-

KNOX DRAFTS RESOLUTION! © 


Senator Lodge Attends Meet- 
~ ing, but Does Not Con- 
~cur. in Decision. 


PITTMAN TO: DELAY. ACTION 


But Hopes to Get Vote Later on 
Resolution Asking for Interpre- 
tations, as President Suggested.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—As an off- 
shoot of. the Senate ‘situation, which has 
crystallized during the’ last two days 
into focusing the fight of the opponents 
of the League of Nations covenant upon 
drastic reservations, rather than inter- 
pretative ones, eight of the League ap- 
ponents conferred “today at luncheon in 
Senator Knox‘s office at the Capitol, and 
talked over. a@ program for the flat re- 
jection of the treaty. 

The eight Senators, ‘who comprise a 
group characterized by one of their 
mmumber as the ‘battalion of death,” 
agreed to fight for thelimination of the 
League govenant from the treaty. If 
that attempt fails they will endeavor to 
muster enough votes to defeat the eri- 
tire treaty. 

In the conference were Senators Knox, 
Fall, Johnson, Moses, Brandegee, Borah, 
and Poindexter, Republicans, and Reed, 
Démocrat. Senator Laige, the majority 
leader, joined the conference before it 
ended, but did not assent to the program 
to: reject the treaty if the League of 
Nations covenant is not taken out of it. 
Senator Lodge’s attitude, as-explained 
by one -of the “Senators, is ‘that of a 
leader who. is trying to unite the ele- 
ments of opposition. His appearance at 
theconference, it was stated, waé mere- 
ly to ascer trend. af ming.of the 
eight irreconcilables. 

senator Heeti, one of the most ‘pro- 
nounced enemies of the Léeagué of: Na- 
tions, joined thé conferees, as. one of 
them said, because there was *’ ho other 
place where he could find a formidable 
group of Senators’ who . thoroughly 
agreed with him."’ 

All the eight Senators, it was said, 
spoke unreservedly of rejecting the 
treaty out of hand ifthe League cove- 
nant is not séparated from it, or drastic 
amendments adopted. Besides the eight, 
they assert, there are at least éight 
moré, making sixteén in all, who are in 
sympathy. with --the ‘battalion of 
death.”’ 

Apart from the group of sixteen there 
are enough more Senators opposed to 
the League of Nations covenant, it is 
said, to. make sure. the rejection of the 
treaty unless .drastic amendments are 
adopted.- These latter Senators favor a 
league, but ‘would not accept it, the 
leaders say, umnless strong reservations 
are made. 

Still Plans to Separate League. 

The eight Senators talked for nearly 
three hours in Mr. Knox's office. _ Dur- 
ing the conference Mr. Knox asserted 
his intention of«bringing up in the Sen- 
ate; when the treaty is repdrted out, a 
resolution to separate the League cove- 
nant for am independent vote. Mr. Knox 
did not prophesy that he would get sup- 
port enough to achieve his object, but 
the eight agreed to aid him in ‘his ef- 
fort. 

Senator Knox, who joined the radical 
Senators only recently in the move to 
reject. the treaty, unless the League 
covenant is emasculated, or appreciably 
amended, argued at the conference that 
the safest way to ‘assure America’s fn- 
dependence would be to-keep out of ‘the 
League entirely. lf the effort to sep- 
arate»the covenant from the treaty 
failed, he said, he would press a reso+ 
lution. of reservation which he has‘ al- 
ready drafted,, under which the United 
States would be relieved of any obliga- 
tion imposed ,upon it: by the League un- 
less assented to by Congress. 

Under Mr. Knox's resolution, Congress 
Lalone. would ‘decidé whether any deci- 
sion of the League council would be 
binding. ‘This would affect a determi- 
nation as to the Monroe Doctrine, pure* 
ly American questions, withdrawal, and 
sending soldiers to fight abroad: 

One Of. the eigtit” irreconcilables ex- 
plained after ‘the conference that tHe 
tentative; agreement to vote for rejec- 
tion of the treaty, rather than accépt 
the League of Nations, did not mean 
that. the ‘program for... drastic reserva=}. 
tions would not be supported. -This Sen- 
ator indicated thatthe Senators: would 
undoubtedly vote for the reservations, /if 
they were drastic enough,:just as they 
would for amendments to any bill that 
might be pending, This they would do, 
he ‘said, s0-as not to allow the Admin- 
istration forces to-defeat the reserva-~ 
tions. Upon final vote ihose’ who were 
utterly opposed to the League in’ any 
form, the Senator said, would then have

CLOSED BY STRIKE 


Only One Managers’ Associa- 
tion Play Now Being Pre- 
sented in the City. 


STAGE WRITERS ORGANIZE 


Movies Take Over First-Class 
Houses — Actors’ Show 
Draws Crowds. 


Musicians and stagehands at the 
Booth Theatre, where *' The’ Better 
‘Ole.’ has been playing, went on strike 
Shortly before 8 o’c.ock last night. 
The actors accordingly added another to 
the list of closed houses, and have now 
caused .approximately twenty-five at- 
tractions to suspend or postpone. é 

Half a dozen or more players in ‘‘ The 
Better ’Ole ’’ were called out on ‘the first 
night of the strike, and the attraction 
has. been playing in the meantime with 
substitutes in their places. The closing 
of the play leaves but a single attrac- 
tion, among those operated/by members 
of the Producing Managers’ Association, 
still playing as- usual. This is ‘* At 
9:45," at the Playhouse,’ and there the 
cast. is almost entirely new. The Winter 
Garden, with a single set of scenery and 
a-sojitary piano in the orchestra pit, last 
night continued to offer vaudeville. 

The return of Governor Smith to New 
York today is expected to bring about 
a renewal of peace negotiations; but 
scant hope is entertained that a set- 
tlement can be reached.

Secretary Lansing said that the pro- 
test was received late this. afternoon, 
but he had no comment to make on the 
note, and it is understood that. it is: not 
to ‘be made public until the American 
reply is handed to Sefior Bofiillas, the 
Mexican Ambassador, who delivered the 
Mexican note at the State Department 
today. This reply will probably | be made 
tomorrow. 

While no word was given out that

of July 22 last, and the even stronger 
note that was sent to the Carranza 
Government several days’ ago regard. 
Ing thé Candelaria incident.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—Given the condi- 
tions to which I shall shortly refer, 3 
think the new Germany will be a demo- 
cratic republic eventually, applying 
again in order to solve her tremendous 
problems that spirit of hustle which she 


calling to her aid the best in\spirit of a 
new and adventurous time. 

/I\ do not think there is a likelihood 
of. the return of the ex-Kaiser or of 
the Conservative régime. The fallen 
head of the monarchy disgraced him- 
self irretrievably by his flight. All re- 
cent revelations show how closely he 
was identified with thg reactionaries 
and jingoes who brought about Ger- 
many's fall. 

How weak and pretty was that once 
imperial personage has been clearly 
demonstrated. He lacked decision at a 
serious crisis and at the supreme mo- 
ment. 

I.am sure there is less pro-Kaiserism 
in Germany now than at any time since 
he fled. The conservative press, of 
course, indulges in a lot of loud talk 
about ‘‘ Unser Kaiser,’’ but that press 
is not worthy of much attention and 
represents little more than its own edi- 
tors'in the rage of bitter disappoint- 
mént. ; 

Though the attitude of the army and 
navy officers is understandable, I think 
the Germany that matters would not 
greatly object to seeing the ex-Kaiser 
and his warmakers brought to trial. 
Nor do I think Germany will restore 
the monarchical system, for who would 
accept, to borrow a phrase from 1848, 
‘*a crown of the stones of barricades ’’? 
And if the monarch in exile is deeply 
involved in all the costly tragedy of the 
past, so the Junker party even more 
heavily burdened with responsibility for 
the war, for its prolongation, and for 
the sordid misery and treasonable mis- 
chief of it all. Revelations made of 
late, it’ scarcely need be pointed out, 
have sealed the political fate of the 
Junker, and there are, I think, more 
serious revelations to come. 

I believe that a war of revenge—pre- 
pared before a watching world—is im- 
possible. Germany, all agree, is worn 
and half starving, and can only carry 
her burdens if the reduced strength of 
her workers is restored by supplies of 
foad and her trade and industries are set 
going again by financial credits and 
raw material. It will be a long process, 
and at present Germany’s fate does 
really hang ih the balance. 

She has suffered more mentally, phyf}- 
cally, and economically’ since the armi- 
stice than during any period of the war. 
Outside help will not do everything or 
nearly everything: Her own leaders 
must bestir themselves. Her intellec- 
tuals, who so often failed the country 
at fateful junctures, must waken, for it 
is to her liberal minds that Germany 
must look. In all the darkness there 
are some good auguries. Germany now 
has a democratic Constitution, and it 
will lull many political passions. 

Then ‘there is the comparative calm of 
the last few months. The East has 
ceased to be a‘danger. The granting of 
a plebiscite to Upper Silesia took away 
the main grievance of that part of the 
country and made war in the East, al- 
ways a gamble of desperadoes, an im- 
possible thing. And the rights to be 
given to the Workers’ Councils—opinions 
in other countries will naturally be di- 
vided regarding this move, but I should 
think a majority of the workers and 
employers in Germany wish to make the 
éexperiment—may be the remedy for 
‘much industrial unrest. 

And little by little, too, facts about 
shameless profiteering of the great con- 
servative industrial magnates will come 
to light. How they refused to carry out 
war work because exportation was more 
profitable. And soon.there is a terrible 
story to be told of greed on one hand 
and inability to put it down on the 
other. 

No, the reactionaries have had their 

| day. Germany will not go to the Ca- 
nossa of conservatism nor will she be- 
come Bolshevist of her own free, if 
weary, will. Not only is the whole 
mentality of Germany against f, but ft 
would mean infinitely greater disaster 
to an industrial country like Germany 
than to an agricultural one like Russia, 
and the blockade as a weapon against 
the Bolsheyiki would be quickly effec- 
tive. ‘ 
Germany is beaten and she knows it. 
The evil. Prussian spirit which during 
nearly fifty years had leavened Ger- 
many to her hurt, which wrought such 
incalculable damage to the whole world, 
which roused a hatred and a justifiable 
anger not easily to be overcome—that 
spirit has gone. All investigators, I 
think, agree with me there.

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INEXCUSABLE DELAY. 
Among the cogent and irrefutable 


‘reasons recited by the American Rights 
| League for the immediate ratification 


of the Treaty of Peace, with no reser- 
vations that would force the reopen- 
ling of the questions settled at the 
Peace Conference, this in itself is 
more than sufficient:

Jury Trial for Labor Disputes. 


To the wditor of The New York Fimes: 

In all disputes between employer and ¢m- 
ploye, such -as the ‘iransit trouble in New 
j York City, a third party is usually called in 
i to settle or arbitrate the issye. Inasmuch as 
the most vitally interested third. party in all 
labor disputes is the public, it does not seem 
amiss to have the public settle it. 

The best possible way to do this, as it 
appears to the writer, is by jury trial. The 
jury could be picked from the great salaried 
class, such as teachers, salesmen, clerks, &c.

TENNIS PLAYERS VERSATILE. 


Followers of Net Game Are Often 
All-Around Players. 


The claim has sometimes been made 


thet tennis players are necessarily Nm- 
ited to their own game, and have neither 
the time nor the inclination for any oth- 
er form of athletics. This is manifestly 
unjust, for an examination of statistics 
shows that the majority of the racquet 
swingers are proficicnt in some other 
line of sport.of. well, while a number of 
them hold high rang as all-around 
athletes. 

Probably the-most versatile of them. all 
is Richard Harte, the. white-headed cot- 
legian who made such-a notable record 
in the Longwood singles and Eastern 
doubles this season..-Harte was Captai 
and catcher of the Harvard basebalt 
team. one of the best ends In foothal:, 
of All-American calibre, and a member 
of the track team, besides guiding the 
destinies of the Crimson tennis. players 
and three times reporter in the intercol- 
legiate doubles championship. Watson 

Washburn, also of Harvard, was 
noted as the hockey team’s best goal 
keeper,. while G. Colket Canef. Harte's 
partner in double3, played football suc-. 
cessfully. 

Golf and tennis are not generally sup- 
posed to go well together, yet a number 
of tennis players have made good rec- 
ords at the ancient Scotch game, Nor- 
man: Brookes of Australia is practically 
as skillful with his golf.clubs as with hits 
tennis racquet, and alyo has the reputa- 
tion of being a first-class cricketer 
William A. Larned, in the many years 
that he won the American tennis cham- 
plenship, made a_ practice also of win- 
ning a special golf tournament held at 
Newport each year, and both R. N. 
Williams and Maurice McLoughlin can 
hold their own on the links. Tie Ix 
Anthony F. Wilding, perhaps the great- 
est tennis player “ot all time, Was 2 
splendid all-around athlete. proficient a- 
any sport to which he turned his 1, 
George M. Church wa3_4 gvod hurdler 
nt Princcton, and Karl Behr played botn 
hockey and golf at Yale. 

Among the lesser lights in tennis ate 
some remarkable athletes in other lnés.
